ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children. 

Whereas  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  this  State  have  formed  an  associa¬ 
tion  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating  and  provid¬ 
ing  for  friendless  and  destitute  children  ;  and,  whereas,  the  Legislature 
of  this  State  is  willing  to  encourage  such  purposes  ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  That  Matthew  Newkirk,  Elijah  G.  Cattell,  James  H. 
Stevens,  George  W.  N.  Custis,  J.  Earl  Atkinson,  Joseph  C.  De  La 
Cour,  Joseph  D.  Reinboth,  Robert  B.  Potts,  Jesse  W.  Starr,  Edmund 
E.  Read,  John  R.  Graham,  Benjamin  H.  Browning,  Solomon  31.  Stim- 
son,  Philander  C.  Brinek,  John  Aikman,  Thomas  P.  Carpenter,  Elisha 
V.  Glover,  Thomas  B.  Atkinson,  Isaac  L.  Lowe  and  Peter  L. 
Voorhees,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and 
made  a  body  politic  in  law  and  fact  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of 
“  The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  and  by  that 
name,  style  and  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession  with  power  to  have 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure  ;  to  make  contracts 
relative  to  the  institution  ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded, 
and  by  that  name,  style  and  title  to  be  capable  of  taking,  holding,  pur¬ 
chasing  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  said 
corporation  ;  provided ,  the  annual  income  of  such  estate  shall  not  exceed 
six  thousand  dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  any  other  purpose  than  those  for 
which  this  association  is  formed  ;  to  fix  the  quorum  of  the  board  of 
managers  and  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  appoint  such  officers  as  may 
be  requisite  to  establish  such  other  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
said  corporation  shall  judge  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  due  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  ;  provided ,  that  the  same  be 
not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  LTnited  States  or  of  this  State. 

2.  Be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  “  The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children  ”  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  or  upward,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  “Camden 
Home  for  Friendless  Children”  while  such  person  so  contributes,  and 
every  person  who  shall  pay  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a  mem¬ 
ber  for  life. 
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3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said 
11  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children”  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
board  of  managers  consisting  of  twenty-four  ladies,  and  a  board  of 
trustees  consisting  of  twenty  gentlemen,  and  the  members  of  said  cor¬ 
poration  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such  hour 
and  place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect  by  ballot  a 
board  of  managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year, 
six  to  serve  for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  six  to  serve 
for  four  years  ;  and  also  a  board  of  twenty  trustees,  five  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  five  for  two  years,  five  for  three  years, 
and  five  for  four  years  ;  and  the  members  of  said  corporation  shall 
annually  thereafter,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  at  such  hour  and 
place  as  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  elect  six  managers 
and  five  trustees  to  serve  for  four  years,  and  shall  then  and  there  elect 
a  manager  or  managers,  trustee  or  trustees,  to  fill  any  vacancy  or 
vacancies  that  might  be  occasioned  by  death,  resignation  or  removal, 
or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act  of  any  manager  or  trustee;  provided  that 
the  managers  now  acting  and  the  trustees  now  acting  and  mentioned  as 
corporators  in  this  act  shall  continue  to  act  until  others  shall  be  elected  ; 
and  provided  further,  that  in  case  an  election  shall  not  be  held  at  the 
time  provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten  days’  notice 
before  another  election  shall  be  held;  and  provided,  that  notice  of  an 
election  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week  in  two  of  the  newspapers  of 
the  city  of  Camden,  prior  to  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  managers 
and  trustees  in  their  discretion  to  take  under  their  guardianship  all 
children  who  may  be  placed  under  their  care  and  management  in  either 
of  the  following  modes  :  first,  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who 
shall  be  voluntarily  surrendered  by  their  fathers,  or  in  case  of  death 
or  absence  by  their  mothers  or  by  their  guardians  in  the  care  of  said 
managers  and  trustees  by  an  agreement  or  declaration  in  writing  ; 
second,  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may  be  committed  to 
the  care  of  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  this  State,  or  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  the  County  of  Camden,  or  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Cam¬ 
den,  on  account  of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  or  the  neglect,  or 
abandonment  of  said  children  by  their  parents,  parent  or  guardian,  or 
other  people  having  custody  of  said  children,  and  in  case  of  poor 
children  under  the  age  above  mentioned,  contemplated  by  the  twelfth 
and  twenty-fifth  sections  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State, 
entitled  “An  act  for  the  settlement  and  relief  of  the  poor,”  approved 
April  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
person  therein  authorized  to  bind  out  such  children,  to  commit  the  same 
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by  an  agreement  or  declaration  in  writing,  signed  by  said  persons  re¬ 
quired  to  sign  such  children’s  indentures,  to  the  care  and  management 
of  such  trustees  and  managers. 

5.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have 
the  guardianship  of  said  children  so  placed  under  their  care  and  man¬ 
agement  during  their  minority,  shall  cause  them  to  be  educated  and 
instructed  in  a  proper  manner,  and  may.  when  in  their  discretion  it 
shall  appear  proper,  hind  the  said  children,  with  their  consent,  as 
apprentices  during  their  minority,  to  such  persons  and  such  places,  and 
to  learn  such  trades  and  employments,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said 
managers  and  trustees  will  be  the  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  and 
advantage  of  said  children  ;  provided,  that  the  charge  and  power  of  the 
said  managers  and  trustees  over  and  upon  said  children,  shall  not,  in  the 
case  of  females,  extend  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  the  said  man¬ 
gers  and  trustees  in  their  discretion  may  return  the  said  children  to 
their  parents  or  surviving  parent  or  guardians. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  property  of  the  said  corporation,  held 
or  occupied  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  their  incorporation,  shall  be 
freed  from  all  taxes  to  be  levied  under  the  authority  of  this  State  ;  and 
no  person  shall  lose  or  acquire  a  legal  settlement  by  residence  in  the 
home  to  be  provided  by  said  corporation. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Approved  April  6,  1865. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  society  shall  be  called  “  The  Camden  Home  foe  Friendless 
Children  the  object  and  design  of  which  are  to  afford  a  home,  food, 
clothing  and  schooling  for  destitute  or  friendless  children,  and,  at  a 
suitable  age,  to  place  them  with  respectable  families  to  learn  some  useful 
trade  or  occupation. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  who  shall  annually  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar 
before  the  first  of  May  shall  he  a  member  of  this  Society,  and  any 
person  who  shall  pay  at  one  time  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  shall  be  a 
member  for  life. 

ARTICLE  III. 

This  Society  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  pub¬ 
lic  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week  previous  in  two  or 
more  newspapers.  Within  four  days  after  the  annual  meeting,  the 
Trustees  and  Managers  shall  meet  and  elect  their  officers,  Matron  and 
Teacher.  They  shall  also  at  the  same  time  appoint  the  following  Com¬ 
mittees:  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission,  House  Committee, 
Committee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies,  Committee  on  Education. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Society  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  request,  in  writ¬ 
ing,  of  five  members,  to  be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence, 
by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  V. 

For  the  better  government  of  the  House,  there  shall  be  a  Board  of 
Managers,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  ladies,  to  whom  shall  be 
entrusted  the  management  of  its  affairs,  except  as  hereinafter  designa¬ 
ted,  to  be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  in  May.  They  shall 
have  power  to  choose  their  own  officers,  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own 
Board,  and  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  they  may  deem  fit  and  proper,  not 
repugnant  to  this  Constitution ;  and  five  managers  shall  form  a 
quorum  for  business. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  twenty  gentlemen,  to  he 
chosen  by  the  Society  in  May,  at  their  annual  meeting.  They  shall 
choose  their  own  officers,  fill  all  vacancies  that  occur  in  their  own 
Board,  and  make  all  needful  By-Laws  and  Regulations  not  repugnant 
to  the  Constitution  ;  and  three  members  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  statedly  every  quarter.  They  shall 
have  the  control  and  management  of  the  real  estate,  investments,  per¬ 
sonal  securities  and  all  funds  of  the  Society,  except  such  as  are  collected 
by  the  Managers  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  “  Home.” 

They  shall  superintend  the  indenturing  of  the  inmates,  and  afford 
advice  to  the  Managers  when  requested. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  the  Managers  shall  make  a 
written  report  of  their  transactions,  and  shall  make  and  receive  such 
suggestions  as  the  interests  of  the  institution  may  require. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at  an  annual  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Society,  at  which  not  less  than  ten  members  shall  he 
present.  • 


BOARD  OF  MANAGERS.

ARTICLE  I. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  each  month  at  4  P.  M. 

ARTICLE  II. 

At  a  special  meeting,  to  be  held  within  four  days  of  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  the  managers  shall  elect  from  their  own  number  the  following 
officers  :  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corre¬ 
sponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
viz  :  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission,  House  Committee,  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies,  Committee  on  Education.  They 
shall  also  at  this  meeting  elect  a  Matron  and  Teacher  and  such  other 
officers  and  care-takers  as  may  he  necessary. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Duties  of  President  and  Board  of  Managers. 

The  President,  or  in  her  absence  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  shall  at 
the  time  appointed  take  the  chair,  open  the  meeting  with  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture  and  Prayer,  call  for  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
meeting,  preserve  order,  apptoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  for,  give  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie,  and  shall  be  ex-officio 
member  of  all  committees. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  Secretaries. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  minute  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Board,  issue  all  notices,  make  all  written  communications  directed 
by  the  Board,  and  have  charge  of  all  documents  and  records  not 
connected  with  the  office  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence,  pre¬ 
pare  the  annual  report  and  preserve  copies  of  all  her  communications. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected  by  the  Managers  for 
the  current  expenses  of  the  “Home,”  make  no  payments  except  upon  a 
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written  order  of  the  President,  and  keep  a  fair  account  of  receipts  and 
expenditures,  which  shall  at  all  times  he  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Managers.  She  shall  make  a  monthly  summary  of  her  receipts  and 
expenditures  to  the  Board,  and  an  annual  report  to  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission  shall  meet  at  the 
“Home1’  every  Thursday  afternoon  at  four  o’clock.  To  this  Com¬ 
mittee  all  applications  for  admission  shall  be  referred,  and  by  it  decided. 
This  Committee  shall  keep  a  hook  of  registry,  in  which  they  shall  enter 
the  name  and  age  of  every  child  received,  also  the  date  of  admission, 
whence  and  from  whom  received  ;  if  the  child  has  near  connections, 
note  the  degree  of  kindred  and  residence  of  the  same  ;  ascertain  whether 
the  children  have  had  the  measles,  hooping  cough,  small-pox,  or  scarlet 
fever,  or  whether  they  have  been  vaccinated.  These  particulars  shall 
have  a  place  on  the  record,  together  with  other  circumstances  which 
may  he  of  importance  to  them  or  to  the  Institution  at  a  future  day.  If 
thought  hy  a  parent,  obtain  his  or  her  signature  to  the  form  which  is 
provided  for  the  same.  When  the  child  is  brought  by  his  friend  or 
well  wisher,  call  in  the  aid  ot  the  President,  or  some  other  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  secure  the  approval  of  a  Judge  of  a  Court  of 
Record.  When  the  children  are  placed  out,  state  particularly  with 
whom,  the  residence  or  occupation  of  the  master  or  mistress,  and 
particularly  note  the  day  of  removal  from  the  “Home,”  whether  by 
death  or  otherwise  ;  also  the  change  of  place  which  may  occur  with 
some  of  our  wards. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Household. 

The  Household  Committee  shall  visit  the  “Home”  once  a  week,  and 
oftener  if  necessary.  They  shall  see  that  its  affairs  are  administered 
with  order,  prudence  and  economy  ;  also  that  proper  attention  is  paid  to 
the  habits,  manners  and  persons  of  the  children;  also  that  peace, 
harmony  and  domestic  religion  are  cultivated.  They  shall  also  keep  a 
book  for  the  purpose  of  entering  all  gifts  and  benefits  conferred  on  the 
Institution,  which  do  not  appear  on  the  Treasurer’s  Record.  They 
shall  make  a  weekly  call  on  the  Matron  for  a  report  in  writing  of  the 
same. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  the 
“Home,”  and  make  all  necessary  purchases  for  the  same.  The  care  of 
this  Committee  also  shall  extend  to  the  children’s  wardrobe. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

This  Committee  shall  direct  the  course  of  instruction,  visit  the  school 
■weekly,  and  provide  furniture,  hooks  and  whatever  may  be  needed  for 
the  use  of  the  school. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  above  named  Committees  shall  render  monthly  reports  to  the 
Board,  all  of  which  shall  he  in  writing,  as  well  as  all  resolutions  and 
resignations. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Board  shall  he  divided  into  Committees  for  the  purpose  of  col¬ 
lecting  funds  for  the  support  of  this  Institution,  which  Committee  shall 
report  monthly. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

By  special  permission  of  the  Board,  children  under  peculiar  circum¬ 
stances,  of  all  ages,  may  be  temporarily  sheltered  until  some  provision 
can  he  made  for  them. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

All  communications  intended  for  publication  must  he  submitted  to 
the  Board  for  their  approval. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

These  By-Laws  may  he  altered  at  any  stated  meeting  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  notice  having  been  given  at  a 
previous  meeting. 


NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THK 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


The  Board  of  Managers  present  to  the  citizens  of  Camden  and 
vicinity  the  following  report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year, 
and  their  own  views  respecting  the  exertions  necessary  for  the  future 
prosperity  of  the  Home. 

The  number  of  inmates  at  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  was 
twenty-three;  since  that  time  forty  others  have  been  received;  three 
have  been  indentured  ;  four  have  been  placed  in  families  but  are  not  yet 
indentured  ;  one  has  been  sent  to  the  State  Reform  School  at  Trenton  ; 
seventeen  have  been  returned  to  their  families,  and  two  have  become  of 
age.  The  number  now  under  our  care  is  thirty-eight. 

There  has  been  some  sickness,  but  nothing  more  serious  than  the  ordi¬ 
nary  ailments  incident  to  childhood.  The  Board  would  again  acknowl¬ 
edge  their  obligations  to  Dr.  H.  Genet  Taylor  and  Samuel  H.  Grey,  Esq., 
for  professional  services  rendered  gratuitously. 

The  house  formerly  rented  and  occupied  by  us  on  Federal  Street,, 
being  in  bad  repair,  small  and  inconvenient,  the  Trustees  decided,  after 
mature  deliberation,  to  erect  a  building  suited  to  their  wants.  This  mea¬ 
sure  was  adopted  in  accordance  not  only  with  their  judgment,  but  upon 
the  advice  of  many  friends  of  the  Institution  whose  opinions  are  enti¬ 
tled  to  much  consideration.  An  acre  of  ground,  within  easy  access,  was 
generously  donated  for  this  purpose  two  years  ago,  by  Mrs.  Eliza  C. 
Collings,  of  Germantown.  The  Corner  Stone  of  the  new  building  was 
laid  May  13th,  1873,  and  on  the  9th  of  December  last  the  Managers 
took  possession. 

The  building,  although  not  fully  finished,  is,  in  all  its  general 
arrangements,  well  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  designed, 
and,  we  hope,  will  be  an  enduring  monument  to  the  liberality  of  our 
people  and  an  ornament  to  our  city. 

Taking  it  for  granted  that  our  friends  will  continue  to  give  as  liber¬ 
ally  as  they  have  heretofore,  we  enter  upon  the  coming  year  with 
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brighter  hopes  for  the  future.  Yet,  in  order  to  give  permanence  to 
this  Institution,  and  to  increase  its  usefulness,  extraordinary  exertions 
will  be  required  of  the  Managers  and  Trustees,  and  further  liberal  con¬ 
tributions  from  this  community.  Many  articles  of  furniture  are  needed 
which  cannot  be  procured  without  money,  nor  can  the  existing  estab¬ 
lishment  be  maintained  without  considerable  expense. 

At  the  suggestion  of  such  an  undertaking,  with  an  empty  treasury, 
the  Managers  could  not  hut  hesitate ;  but  the  spirit  of  benevolence 
which  characterizes  the  present  age,  and  the  success  that  has  attended 
almost  every  well  directed  charitable  effort  would  convict  them  of  a 
want  of  trust  in  a  Christian  community,  and  reliance  on  that  Almighty 
Being  in  whose  hands  are  the  hearts  and  treasures  of  all  men,  should 
they  seriously  regard  its  accomplishment  as  impracticable. 

To  you,  then,  Christian  friends  in  this  vicinity,  the  Managers  of  the 
Home  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  it  as  having  a  pre-eminent  claim 
upon  your  charity.  Its  existence  and  prosperity  depend  upon  your 
support.  By  you  it  is  to  be  determined  whether  it  shall  languish  and 
die,  or  live  and  strengthen,  and,  by  the  influence  which  is  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  minds  of  the  youth  under  its  care,  be  the  means  of 
raising  many  from  degradation  and  want  to  lives  of  industry,  sobriety 
and  usefulness.

REPORT  OP  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children  : 

The  Committee  appointed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1873,  to  take 
charge  of  the  erection  of  the  New  Building,  report : — ■ 

That  they  contracted  with  William  Severns,  a  builder  residing  in  the 
City  of  Camden,  for  the  erection  of  a  Home  on  the  lot  on  the  Haddon- 
field  turnpike,  a  short  distance  beyond  the  crossing  of  the  Camden  and 
Atlantic  Railroad,  for  the  price  of  $17,735,  in  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  gratuitously  furnished  us  by  S.  I).  Button ,  Architect.  The 
price  named  was  the  lowest  of  seven  estimates  furnished  by  competing 
builders.  The  new  house  is  four  stories  in  height,  including  the  portion 
within  the  mansard  roof.  It  is  46  feet  in  front  by  60  feet  in  depth,  and 
is  divided  into  twenty  different  compartments,  besides  the  halls  running 
through  the  centre  of  each  story,  and  the  bath  rooms  on  the  second  and 
third  floors.  The  exterior  walls  are  of  Trenton  brown  stone  as  high  as 
the  top  of  the  first  story,  and  above  that  of  handsome  pressed  brick. 
The  roof  is  of  tin  and  slate,  the  interior  finish  is  neat  and  subtantial, 
with  numerous  and  convenient  closets,  ventilating  and  heating  flues, 
water  pipes  and  hydrants  in  kitchen,  bath,  laundry,  &c.  In  addition  to 
the  main  building  above  mentioned,  there  is  a  one-storied  brick  building 
in  the  rear  34  feet  by  19  in  size,  used  as  a  play  room  for  the  children  in 
cold  and  wet  weather.  An  iron  tank  in  the  attic  containing  2000 
gallons  receives  the  rain  water  from  the  roof,  and  affords  the  supply  to 
the  baths,  boiler,  &c. 

The  gas  pipes  and  fixtures,  kitchen  range,  and  heating  apparatus  were 
not  included  in  the  contract  and  have  been  added  since  by  arrangement 
with  other  parties. 

The  building  was  fit  for  occupancy  by  the  9th  day  of  the  twelfth 
month,  1873,  when  the  children  and  family  were  removed  from  the 
former  premises  on  Federal  street  to  the  new  Home,  and  since  that  date 
some  finishing  touches  have  been  added  to  complete  the  whole  in  a 
substantial  manner,  excepting  the  iron  stairway  outside,  which  is  em¬ 
braced  in  the  plan  as  an  entrance  to  the  second  story  in  front,  and 
grading  the  grounds.  The  contractor  has  performed  his  duties  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Committee,  and  has  been  paid  in  full,  and  a  release  of 
all  liens  been  furnished  by  him  from  the  sub-contractors  and  material 


men. 
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It  being-  necessary  to  construct  a  fence  on  three,  sides  of  the  lot  to 
enclose  it,  your  Committee  in  accordance  with  the  authority  given  them 
by  the  Board,  have  had  it  done  ;  and'  also  have  erected  a  frame  shed  to 
shelter  the  horses  and  carriages  of  visitors  when  standing  at  the  Home  ; 
all  at  a  cost  of  $432  60. 

The  extra  work  and  materials  furnished  above  the  contract  price  of 


the  building  have  cost  as  follows,  viz  :  —

It  will  be  seen  from  our  Treasurer’s  report  that  the  cost  of  these  im¬ 
provements  has  been  all  settled  ;  but  in  order  to  accomplish  this  the  Trus¬ 
tees  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  borrowing  $4,000  on  mortgage  of 
the  property  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr.  Isaac  S.  Mulford,  deceased. 
This  debt  should  not  be  allowed  to  remain  as  a  permanent  one,  but  early 
efforts  should  be  made  to  liquidate  it,  and  thus  leave  our  new  Home 
clear  of  all  incumbrance.
